il rather reckon: the detrgne tor.a Prilag 
of Smoak , then of Nlarble, Levics T tay 
weie made borh in City aud Country, but 
of iuch intcriour pr obabllity to the work, 
that ſome though weake and impotent, 
were yet taken on mee Iy by conlpiracy, 
and wi-h a |ct us kill them, that the Inhe. 
ritance may be ours ; Canes againe {o courſe 
and ſtigmaricall, even from the nipper of 
Buugs, to the pricker of Praunces, that 
Mr. Cunſtabic was rather Mr. Scavenger 
ſince thus farming all the bealtly nookes 
and 
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and corners of them both ; and then ſome 
againe, ( with impropriety enough ) 
Were impreſted meerly tor expedition 
thoſe imployed in it , had their farmes to

month Cloak. It was farre in September erc 
the Magazins were open, The farlt of 0c- 
tober wee took Shipping , and 1 reterre it 
over , whether the mediate time could 
reach to more then a Tumultuary Diſci- 
line : were they formerly taught by their 
Proviſionall Officers , yet ( it approving all 
theſe of fir ability ) where were the Via- 
terialls ? where Armes ? the word drilling 
does well diltinguith of what they might 
attaine to, for though.ſome will igno. 
rantly take this at !arge, it imports no more 
then wariis motibus curſitare,but the Skill of 
diſtances, of Motions, bur the parcell of a 
TeSicke , andit we ſhould yield them this 
upon the Cudgell, yer where was the Pike, 
where the Musket that ſhould embolden 
Tom Tyro ? then againe they mught per.

deed lo full of diftidence , as by a ſodaine 
engagement might be forced to deſpaire, 
and thisagaine would humble both at his 
Devotion : theſe diſcourſes ( I fay ) might 
perhaps beger this Procraſtination, and 
our being here ſo jaded with an after 
Game; for when the fourth day follow- 
ing, Sr. Thomas intended their 1unmedi- 
ate ſeiſure, advancing up to tow them 
out, and after him in Triumph, the nar. 
row Channell was become {o much ob- 
ſtructed with Borctomes purpoſely ſunck 
Init , that what he could bring back was 
but emprinefſe and Imputation. Not to 
dwell upon theſe meerly Water-Works, 
but now proceed to what was mixt, and 
partly at Land ; five of our Hollanders 

were 
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were this night imployed in the battery 


of Pointall, a ſfirong Cbvious Fort with 
eight Braſſe Pieces, halte Cannon and 
Culycrin, beating tightly, and point -blank 
upon the Channell : and theſe were like. 
wiſe {ſeconded the next morning by as 
many Colliars to as little purpole ; well 
might they Bark and Bellow furiouſly, but 
it was without biting ; nay when our owne 
Squadron next, and the reſt of the Fleet 
ſucceſſively Vomited their utmoſt Thun- 
der, yet {tood Pozrntall immoveable, and 
whether it were the toughneſle of che 
Pile, or that our Ship Batteries have a more 
fluid, a more yielding Center, which with 
an indiſpoſition, a {pilsitude of the mediate 
ſea-Aire, might dull and weaken Executi- 
on, or ſome other Originall co be diſcuſſed 
among our curious Criticks, Pointall was 
direly ſhot-free , we were but philliping 
a Rock of Marble; yet having at length 
with our mech prejudice Dilmounted 
their Ordinance, even at the heavy Iofſe 
of Sr, Fobn Bruſe, Mr, George Kaymond

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diers in our owne Ship, as alſo diverſe 0. 
thers, and the deare Rate of above four 
Thouſand great ſhot , we now this 2 

being the Lords Day , went ſtill more 
metreldly ro worke. { For my Lord Mar- 


ſhall had been formerly taught by his old 


* Martiall Maſter, thar to fight (uch paſſi. 
onate Ambitious Papalins , doth rather 
Damaske then Diſhonour, ) wee were 
now I ſay more Actingly fired ; Sr. Fobn 
Burroughs and his Regiment being Im. 
ploy'd on ſhore, to take it by Scalado, The 
Weather was now Faire and Calme, and 
our Navy Rode about Pozntall ina neer Se- 
mi-circle , circumſtances admitting ſuch 
intelligence, and infixing with ſo much 
mpreſiion, that Me-thinks I ſtill ſee how 
juch of our Long Boates as had Evaded 
the Tempcſtuous Bay of Biſcay, were 
now plying amaine towards the Fatall 
Fort: and what Pitty was tt, that Men of 
{uch height , and daringneſle ſhould {o pre- 
cipitately run upon their Ruine : when 
not the Celebrated old Roman Bravery, 
but would here have been interpoling

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either with their *Pawoiſa:ds, or other like 
Detenſatives, Me.thinks 1 ill ſee how 
Mr. "Bromingham the Dukes Captaine, 
who had the point and was to ſteel it, 
how and with what Gallantry he ſtood 
in the prow of his Boate , couragioull y 
Waving his Sword about his Head : 
nor this onely, when Faire and further off, 
while all was whiſt and ſtill , neither 
Man nor Muſquetade ſtirring ; but 3 in che 
ſame threatning poſture Engaged home 
amonglt their thickeſt Volleys, even when 
the Fort like a many headed Hydra, 
plied. him with ſuch a ſtorme of hil- 
ſing Lead, as what Maſſie Pillar but 
muſt needs fuffer under it ; and though 
he fell at length like a Glorious Starre, 
and was ſeemingly extinguiſhed , yet 

will his height and Galiantry never be 
forgotten, Concerning thole Fngaged 
with him in the ſame bortome , one 
alone of them ("to prevent the Harque.

red down with Death and many Wounds, 
that we could full ſee the Boat , like an 
empty ſhell, beating upon the tatall ſtrand, 
but not a man ſtirring ; which being well 
oblerved by Sr. ap Burroughes, and how 
unhappily ſpault the point had been 
chrough an over-heate, he cautiouſly de. 
clining to the left hand, Landed there the 
reſt without diſturbance, and with ſuch ap. 
probation, that we of my Lords Regiment 
preſently hudled after ; fo piecing with 
him, and conſequently ſtreightning the 
befieged , that though they were ſecurely 
Walled, even Eleven paces thick, and 
with the tougheſt Stone, yet a'Treaty in« 
ſtancly ſucceeded, and then againe as ſo- 
dainea furrender , whereby we tooke up 
our Lodging this Night at the Signe of the 
Starr : fuller both of quiet and confdence. 


The next day being all Landed; our deſigne 


was farre higher, neither would we now 
goc lefje then very Cales it (elte, to which 
we mult adyance upon a ſurface of un-

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even and broken ground, even of man 


little hils and holes, and fo preluppofing 


danger , that a Forlorne of ſome ſmall 
diſſeyer'd parties was imployed firſt to dil. 
cover it , our maine Grofle ſtill followin 

ty degrees ; ; by which circuit of Action, as 
{ome of our Enemies mwuſt needs be fas. 
ther recolle&ed, other.ſome were ſtill eva- 
ding by us, and as1it were from between 
our teeth | to the Continent; till at length 
a Reformado of my owne Company afte- 
Qionately biting at ſuch a bait , ſo ren- 
dercd it likewiſe to ſome commanded 
men next the Paſſage , that they quit their 
poſt, charging home in hope of booty : the 
cautious manage whereof had doubtleſle 
tound reſponſible fatisfaftion , but as they 
tell up entire and in a wed e, part of the 
Calizians fled back to the City, others made 
as unrecoverably along the Paſſe , fo that 
their purchaſe was onely ſome few trifling 
pieces caſually fallen from the run-awayes ; 
howloever, thus was the City more eXpe- 
ditzly ſurrounded in order to the further 
threats of War ; but alas, we were now at

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the full of our proſecution , ſo waining 
alwayes after, and far from any nearer ap- 

roaches , that leaving the two Collonels 
Burroughs and Bruce to make head betore 
the Towne, we were immediately faces 
about , and marching up the Paſle tormer- 
ly ſpecified , perhaps to ſeize the Bridge of 
Swaco , which joynes it upwardly with the 
Continent, perhaps to refreſh our I roopes 
accommodated fo very poorcly , that for 
Eighty men, myland allowance was but 
Eight little Cheelſes, and ſome few Biskets, 
To proceed, great was the perill, the preju- 
dice that followedit, tor having marched 
like Knights arrant till towards Evening 
upon the deep {andy ſtony Cauley, we 
came at length to the houſe of Bacchus, 
there taking up our quarters 3 and who 
{hall conſider the plenty of excellent wines, 
then and there {towed in Magazin , or the 
beſtiall abuſe of them, will allow this Tax- 
ation proper enough ; for mine owne par- 
ticular, as not knowing what danger 
might be lurking under fuch a precious 
baite, I referred my thirſt to the fattsfaction 
of 
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of ſuch Oranges and Lemons, as the neigh- 
bour Trees 1mparred ; but concerning ma- 
ny of the common ſort, ſo palpable was 
rheir excetſe , {0 wildly hooted out in ob- 
ſtreperous clamours , firinzs , and like 
Whimlicall di{tempers, as beat up all the 
Rules of Diſcipline before it , ſeizing our 
Commanders wich extraordinary amnaze- 
ment : neither was there other addreſſe 
now left us but immediately to Heaven, 
which my Lord Marſhall like a true Chri- 
{tian Souldicr as preſently put in practice, 
by giving out God bleſſe us for the Word. 
And whar (ſhall I further ſay , bur that this 
ryght and lictle prayer did by an often repe-. 
ritzon, and going continually the round fo 
firangely ſtickle tor us, as puzzel'd boththe 
counlel] and courage of our enemies, 
whereas had they found to timeit, and 
bur given us now a Cammiſado, we muſt 
needs have run a very deſperate Fortune, 
This redious night of dread and danger be. 
ing at length wethered out, we were now 
to retreat againe , little dreaming of any 
reckoning to be paid for our drunken de-

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luge, till we found a body of Spaniſh horſe 


attending upon our Reare , and exacting 
it with urmoſt cruelty, by the flaughter of 
ſuch as were left behind, either ſtill and 
ſtupidly {urfet-ſcized , or ele ſtarted afide 
and improvidently raking up and down 
for plunder : neither did this outragious 
Cavalry thus give over, but ſtil] purſued 
us,though cautioully,and at ſuch a diſtance 
as they might either take or leave at plea. 
ſure ; till being jealous of ſuch a neare ma. 
levolent obſerver, and at length haulting 
upon a neck of Land, one way narrowed 
in by ſome comberous {alt-pans , and bro- 
ken marſh grounds , onthe other {fide Þ 
the ſea, anda Maſlic ſteeple-like-building 
of Geerall ſtories, we here laida party ol 
Muſqueteeres 1 in Ambuſcado , leeking thus 
againe to repay theſe bloudy Butchers in 
their owne coine : the trap was now 1 lay 
fitly laid , we (till retreating as before, and 
our menaics likewile infiſted, ſecurely j J0g- 
ging on through the narrow neck till very 
ncere a coſtly ſulphurous entertainement, 
when upon a Souldier's carcleſſc blowing

his match aloft within the Tower , they 
ſprung with much attright back again, pre. 
cipirately ſpurring away for lafety, and by a 
{udden husbanding this nicke of time, eva. 
ded to report how greatly little (cruples, 
when irregular and going talle, may diſap- 
point mighty projets ; howloever, though 
we thus failed in the maine ,* yet befell ic 
hence upon the by, that we could now re- 
turne free from any captious ſuperviſors, 
and quarter againe with our relerve before 
the Town as formerly, The next day "our 
former Brigade being left at the point to 
anſwer all Alarmes) an arrant we had up 
the Paſſe again, the purport of it to {cizea 
diſcovery of Long-boats for our better ac- 
commodation when home ward bound; for 
now the Souldiers began generally to hitch 
and hummer after their return , looking lo 
often and affectionately towards the Flect, 
that in our march back we could eviJent- 
ly ſee ſeven Gallies of St. Mary-Port, now 
engaging with that good Ship of the Kings 
the St. Andrew ; the weather was faire and 


calme, the Royall Veſſell all alone , and

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theſe creeping our like [ſnakes in ſun-ſhine 
thus propounded to her 1n a ſtorme of ball 
and powder, to which our Honourable 
Country-man Sr. Jobn Watts {Commander 
rhere in chiete) made likewiſe a ſealona- 
ble replication ; for though his oppoſites 
fell ap to and again , with noiſe enough 
vapouring out their Ammunition , even 
when aloofe oft, and to lirtle purpoſe ; this 
old and valiant Sea-man , nothing moved . 
with the chaffe of their vaine.glory, conti. 
nued ſtill in ſilence, his quu was not yet 
come ; but having in the meane time tra. 
vers'd all his pieces of furtheſt randome con. 
veniently, and by this remiſſenefſe whet- 
ted their Spaniſh arrogance into danger, 
he then powred in fo fowre a broad fide 
upon their bravery, that enough, enough, 
market was done already : & they ſudden- 
Iv pack'd up and home again, vvith as cold 
a welcome doubtleſſe as our ovvne vvas 
likewiſe empty at our returne before the 
Towne : for the belly began here to bark 
{o loud for ſuſtenance, and fo vvith more 
noiſe, becaule the neare ſtore-houſe of our

that hither did vve refer our ſelves, here 
did vve mediate vvith the ſighs of our 
Souldiers for relicte ; but this meeting with 
a deafe eare, and ſucceeding not, our laſt 
refuge vyas either patience, or to value pre- 
poſterous and unnaturall for very vvel. 
come and favory meat ; my owne Compa. 
ny being likewiſe ſo cleare in the poinr, 
that a ſupper of Aſnegoes fleſh vviought 
their extraordinary contentation , vvith a 
nights reſt ſo free from either inward di. 
ſtempers, or atty outward fallics, as better 
enabled us for our retreat the next morn. 
ing. That 1 may decipher vvhich knotty 

tece, it vvas conterr' d neceſſarily upon 
my Lord of Eſſex, Sir Henry Poore Vil- 
count Valentia, and Sir Edward Harwood ; 
the firſt of thele vvas in his very name 
here ſo formidable, that Hercules pillars fel] 
at his arrivall into a ſhaking ague , and bur 
for Sir Thomas Lowes unhappy interpole, he 
had no doubt out of the (ſbipping alone re.

{urcharging and keeping it a ground, that 1 
was compell'd ( wading the ſea ) to trim it 
againe with my Musket reſt, Neither was 
ir otherwile (as before is hinted ) with our 
Souldiersat the point, and now engaged 
for what with the ſcarcity of powder, and 
then the Caliztans brisk and ſecond charge, 
had not our Officers, with their rough 
browes and ſwords, conyurd this pang of 
teare into a ſenſe of honour, their heels had 
poſlibly been mach more nimble than 
their hands ; a diſaſter ſo ſtifly aimed by 
the purſuers, that through the broken 
ground they {till beat all along upon our 
Reare : and abourthis time was it that for 
intelligence at the firſt hand, Inow left m 
Musketteers haling themlelves aboard , 
that I might help wheele up one of our 
Drakes areare,to ſome already at the point; 
whcre 
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where 1 found our enemies ſo riſen high 
in creſt , that they were now advancing 
out of covert & after us into an open Level 
neare the Sea-ſ1de ; but then againe began 
our little Guns to play with ſo much ter- 
rour and incullion, ſo fatally (pattering in 
upon their violence, that they as ſuddenly 
relented, and hrunke back, locking chem.

caract of 1000000 ducates taken by our Puca, 


Leweſon and Monſon : 1, here the wealth, 
hcre the rarieties of the World are a

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ally tranſient:a motive ſo conſiderable, that 
though ſome would rather urge for the ta- 
king of Dunſhaul a rich City in the Madera 
and, yer our admirall and the Major 
voice declining it, our orders were rather 
toſtand oft to Sea amongſt theſe conlide- 
rable paſſes : and in the height of chir- 
ty ſix and thirty ſeven the halte , to 
bid on ſtill for an honourable welcome 
home, fortune would perhaps be brought 
about with 1mportunity , cither mini- 
ſtring to us of the plate Fleet, or ſome {uch 
after game from the ſpiceries, as with re- 
markable ſtakes might aw likewiſe an 
extraordinary reputation ; or if the winds 
ſhould againe ſpit rheir Winter venome, 
tyrannouſly chaſing us as before, Budgrave 
in the Streights was appointed us Souther- 
9 to rally in, Northerly the Iles of Bayon.

as before ; neither could the jolcing wa- 
try wilderneſſe yet awake us from our foft 
and filver dreames, the plate fleet was now 
indecd our ultimate errand, our intenti.

In conclution, having for ten Cayes 
after been vainely tacking to and tro, and 
with much paine and patience hitherto 
weathered our the wrathfull Winter, our 
wants and weaknelles now at iength be. 
came 1mportunate , and at a Councel| 
aboord the Admirall , both moved tor an 
immediate returne , and joyfully carricd 
it 3 yet as the ſowre ſauce to this {weet 
retection , {ſo were we hurried back in the 
ſtreſſe of a mighty working ſea, and cyen 
with ſuch a witneſſe , that part of our 
Fleet was beaten tn at Ba$table, part at 
Briftoll, lome into Syily , our Englith Scy!- 
la and Charybdis in reſpe& of the Bilhop 
and his Chaplaines 3 into Falmouth, Ply- 
month, and Dartmouth ſome , the waves 
like wild horſes had thus torue alunder 
and ſcattered the Iimbes of our Armade ; 
that migbry bulke of our predominant 
Anxe-Royall was yet toſt and tumbled into 
Ireland ; Then concerning our Vice-Ad. 
mirall rhe Swrftſure , ſhe ſpent her fore. (aile 
in the Tempeſt , ſplit her Tillar, and was 
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{o full of ſickneſſe, that an impreſt of freſh 
men was impioyed in bringing her from 
Falmouth about to Plymouth. The ConStant 
Reformation , in which my Lord of Valen- 
144 commanded , ſpent her maine maſt by 
the Cradle, yet far more unhappy was her 
name-ſake the Mary-ConStance, and even 
beyond compariſon , as being wholly 
over-wrought in this boyling Tempeſt, 
and {waliowed down into the Sea ; Cap. 
raine Hone, Captaine Shudborough, and 
ſome few , others being hardly recovered 
from the Shrowds, To cowe nearer home, 
and ſpeake the bottome allotted that vali-

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Souldiers, and the ſeamen became unextin- 
guiſhable ; nay ſometimes ſo flaming hot 
as would needs have prompted in our pil. 
tols : Mr. Freſb-water the (ea-Captaine, 
was of neceflity to pin himſelfe upon his 
ſubordinate Paliaure the Maſte- , for this 
he was indeed, and ſo Magiſterially ſwayed 
by ſelfe intereſt , that howloever the Sun 
went, yet was his owne Clock infallible ; 
a motive againſt the like in future, and for 
ſuch experient Commanders in chief , as 
may regulate the jarring ſea and land men 
into a {weet complying Muſick , the want 
whereof, had like a continuall dropping fo 
daily fretted out our patience, that bein 

arived at Falmouth, 1 rather choſe with Cap- 
tain Bowls to land immediately at Peny- 
come-quick,, ( though penilefſe bench had 
been more proper for our empty purſes ) 
then thus to ſutfer further , ro be longer 
thus imbroyled : and having once quit the 
Sea, here perhaps opinion will heale us up 
again , yet at length preſuppoſing a ſceane 
of extraordinary comtort and refreſhment ; 
but alas the while ſo waz death implaca- 
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ble, with ſuch feud purſuing us from Sca 
co Shore, that the paſling-bell was now 
daily groaning 1n our earcs, and at Ply. 
mouth alone, the clder Captaine Bowles, 
Captaine Blage , Captaine Kirton, and 
Captaine Rice Skinner, with other Inferi- 
ours, were now deduced into their for- 
mer duſt, by which ſcantling we may 
likewiſe gueſle at our forry condition el{e- 
where 3 onely concerning my owne Com.
